mer Kerensky men I was allowed to 
embark for Japan. 
“I was detained in Yokahoma by* 
the Japanese authorities for three 
weeks, and finally, through the aid of 
the American consul there, I was al­ 
lowed to proceed on my journey. 
I 
crossed the Pacific on a Japanese 
steamer and landed in Seattle. 
But I 
was almost without money and as I 
hadn’t heard from my brothers in over 
a year I was desperate. You know that 
100 rubles will 
equal about 
$53 in 
American money, but 
now that is 
hardly 
worth 
more 
than 
$8.63. 
Through 
the Immigration society 
and the Hebrew society of Seattle I 
got work the day after landing from 
the steamer. 
I advertised in the pa­ 
pers throughout .America and finally 
received word from my brothers here.” 
I Questioned regarding the conditions 
in Russia and the attitude of the peo­ 
ple toward the Germans, the young 
Russian shook his 
head sadly and 
said: 
“Russian people are children, 
mostly ignorant and to be pitied. The 
Ukrainians, my people especially, they 
seem to take everything lightly—they 
don’t care. So many are not educated, 
you know, and they believe like chil­ 
dren what has been told them. Condi­ 
tions now are chaotic, and the people, 
so long dominated, must be taught to 
¡think foe themselves. 
I hope for an 
overthrow of the Bolsheviki and the 
establishment of a social democracy, 
such as the United States has.” 
Death Stalks Everywhere. 
“Hunger, death and suffering of 
every sort prevailed in the province of 
Ukraine before I left,” said Bernstein. 
“Living expenses have increased 7,000 
per cent, and the only ones who do 
not suffer from want are the Bolshe­ 
vik i soldiers, who are fed by the gov­ 
ernment. The people of the towns were 
forced \o buy from them and were 
charged 
whatever 
price the soldier 
cared to demand. 
“ Konatop suffered terribly during 
the bombardment. Some of the,famous 
buildings were destroyed, the art mu­ 
seum, theatre and the business blocks 
»f the, city being destroyed.
